Uses of Various Woods. 

The shell bark hickory ^provide* 
CMkets, whip handles and the back 
bowB of Windsor chairs. The plg-nui 
hickary is preferred to any other for 
axle trees and ax handles. The sugar 
luaplo is used bv wheelrii/hts for axl 
trees and spokes, and for lining the 
runners of common sleds . Dogwood 
1« used for the handles of light tools, 
such as mallets, small vises, etc. In 
ho country it sometimes furnishes 
jaarrow teeth, to the American farmer, 
»lao lining for the runners of sleds. 
'The mountain laurel is selected for 
the handles of light toolssmall screws, 
baxes, etc. It most resembles box- 
wood, and is most proper to supply its 
place. Bowls aud trays are inado ol 
to J birch, and when the saplings of 
hickory end white oak arc not to be 
foiyid, hoops, pariicularlyjthose of rice 
Casks, are made of the young stocks 
and branches uot exceeding one inch 
in diameter. Its twigs are exclusive- 
ly chosen for the brooms with wjji h 
the streets and country yards are 
swept. The twigs of other species of 
both, being less supple and mow brit- 
tle, are not proper for the use. Shoe

A report of George F. Becker, of 
the Geological Survey, who has been 
investigating tho gold-producing dis- 
tricts of the Southern Appalachian 
•egion, has been completed. 

Mr. Becker was sent out on this 
work last August, and spent the three 
following months in prosecuting it. 
The greater part of the time he was in 
the Carolina?, and in Georgia, where 
the gold region is best defined. The3e 
districts have been producing gold 
for very nearly a full century. Gold 
has also been found in nearly all the 
other Soutiiern States, but not in very 
considerable quautaties, The eutire 
South has produced about $45,000,000 
of gold since 1799, 143,000,000 of 
ante from Georgia and the 
Carolinas. Of tho $43,000,000 South 
Carolina produced about $4,000,000, 
Georgia $10,000,000 and North Caro- 
lina $23,000,000. 

Cabarrus county, in the sou hweet- 
ern part of North Carolina, is the 
richest part of all and is famous for 
the nuggets lhat have been found 
there. In the early part of the cen- 
tury tho largest nugget on record in 
the United States was discovered 
there. Just a month ago one weigh- 
ing eight pounds was picked up. 

The formation in which the gold ii 
found is so peculiar that Mr, liirkei 
has found it best to disregard tho oli 
expression of vein or ledge and adop 
the iiew one of "stringer belt." JIos 
of the stringers of gold-bearing quartz 
are extremely thin. As a rule they 
ruu through a slate formation whici 
has been split apart by thousands o 
tiny longitudinal cracks, in which the 
gold-bearing veins ruu. lie hai 
counted as many as twenty of thes< 
tiny stringers , each bearing gold, in I 
breadth of ono inch. The widest o 
these stringers is not more than loin 
inches. As a rule, too, tho stringer

To 
it forest an 1 fruit trees they are one 
of nature's greatest safeguards, and it 
is only in ignorance that the agricul- 
turists kill them. Sordid man finds 
a market for their beautiful plumage 
the bonnets and hats of women. 
These birds have a wonderfully sharp 
,with which to hammer a hole 
through bark and timber until the 
tunnel of some tree borer is struck 
and then their long tongues, with an 
end like a fishhook, search around 
and capture tho destroying grub. 
Their nests are made, as a rule, in de- 
caying trees, where the bird digs out 
an entrance and then a basement. 
There is 110 need of any building for 
the nest. The small chips of wood 
form a warm bod for the eggs and 
the clamoring youngsters. Year after 
yoar, the birds generally delve out 
another uest, for the reason that the 
bluebird and that far worse robber, 
the English sparrow, usurps the old 
homestead, and I am sorry to say, tho 
wren is also a robber. The flicker or 
golden-winged woodpecker, also 
known as the highhole, ciapo, and 
certainly a scoro of other names, is 
one of our best known woodpeckers. 
It makes its nest everywhere; In tall 
trees, in the woodon towers of church- 
es, and I have found its nest on the 
top of an icehouse, and trying to learn 
something more by nesting in the c 
palo of a well known university, 
saw one of these birds, evidently 
crazy bachelor trying to flirt with 
goldfinch. He bowed and scraped 
and flirted with his tail, and the small 
bird 011 a neighboring tree looked on 
iu the most amused way, and was un- 
doubtedly flattered, but she flew away 
and the flicker went to work aud 1111- 
wooded a grub.

Studies in the Upper Air. 

From a lecture delivered by A. 
Lawrence Itotch beforn tho Itosion 
Scientific School, a few weeks ago.and 
reported in the Boston Common- 
wealth, wo meko theso extract!: 

The chemical constitution of our at- 
mosphere was long ago determined, 
and although the new clement Argon 
has lately been found to It, yet tho in- 
•" iness of this constituent renders it of 

chemical and of little physical im- 

rtanco. Aeronauts aud mountain- 
eers used to collect samples of air at 
high altitudes for analysis, but we 
now know that tho composition of 
the atmosphero is everywhere the 
s»me, except tor the admixture of 
more 01 less carbonic acid gas, aque- 
ous vapor and other impurities . We 
kuow, too, theoretically, that with a 
constant temperature its pressure 
would bo halved for each 3J miles ot 
ascent, and practically in the actual 
case ot temperature decreasing with 
altitude at the rate of about 17 de- 
grees Fahr. per mile, the diminution 
of pressure is still more rapid, while 
towards the limit of fhe atmosphere 
the temperature must be very low- 
far below any temperature on earth . 
Regarding this limit wo have only in- 
direct evidence, such as its reflection 
of the light of the sun when that lu- 
minary is below tho horizon and the

height of tho atmosphere calculated 
from these data varies H orn 45 to 100 
miles, and if we accept the bypotbeail 
that the aurora is an electrical dis- 
charge within a very tenuous atmos- 
phere, wo must consider this to ex- 
tend several hundred miles above the 



the atmosphero do escape fiom the re- 
gion of the earth's attraction, and 
that, therefore, later-planetary space 
is not tilled with an extremely rare- 
fled gas.

If tho atmosphero was only in 
complete equilibrium, then tho feu 
irregular observations, as regards 
time and place, would give tome data 
on which to base general laws; bul, 
in tho actual condition ot oonilnaa] 
movements and charges in the atmts 
phere, this can never suffice, and con- 
tinuous observation of all tho atmos- 
pheric elements, at all seasons and in 
all woathers, can only be made on 
mountains, even though tho eondi 
lions there only approximate to thos
